Jones dismounted west of 
King’s highway and accepted a flag 
bearing the divisional insignia from 
4-vear-old Lee Lincein son of Capt 
Atwell T. Lincoln of 5260A Water- 
man avenue, who was killed in ac- 
tion at St. Mihiel Sept. 18. 

Flag Presented by Auxiliary. 


Master Lincoln presented the flag 
en behalf of the Relatives’ Auxillary, 
and Maj. Jones accepted it for the 
regiment, with expressions of appre- 
mation and thankfulness, and gave it 
to a man to carry behind the regi- 
mental colors. 

The flag is of blue and gold silk 
on one side, with the divisional in- 
signia in the center, and the reverse 
side is of red. 

Capt. Lincoln lost 
later stages of the St. Mihiel victory, 
where the 898th Division did some 
of its best work. He was 41 years 
aid and was graduated from the 
first officers’ training camp. 

The start, at 10:24, was from 
King's highway. Along Lindell bou- 
levard the spectators were mostly on 
lawns and in the shade of porches. 
The first stop was made at Sarai 
street, at 10:50. 

At Grand avenue, where the first. 
considerable crowd was encountered, 
there was a second halt, beginning at 
11:19 

At Grand avenue, the marchers 
were provided with ice water by the 
Knights of Columbus, whose men 
and women .war workers carried 
pails along the line, and by the Elks’ 
Club, which set out its bottle cool- 
ers. 

The bells of the New Cathedral 
and of St. Francis Xavier (College) 
Church rang as the line moved along 
Lindell boulevard.

10-minute rest. 

The city hall plaza was reached at 
1 o'clock, after a march of 2 hours 
and minutes, and ranks were 
broken.

crusades. Never before have men 
crossed the seas to a foreign land 
to fight for a cause of humanity 
which they did not pretend was 
particularly their own, but knew 
was the cause of humanity and of 
mankind. And when they came, 
they found comrades for their 
courage and their devotion. They 
found armies of liberty already in 
the field—men who, though they 
had gone through three years of 
fiery trial, seemed only to be just 
discovering, not for a moment los- 
ing, the high temper of the great 
affair, men seasoned in the bloody 
service of liberty. Joining hands 
with these, the men of America 
gave that greatest of all gifts, the 
gift of life and the gift of spirit.

“T look for the time when every 
man who now puts his counsel 
against the united service of man- | 
kind under the league of nations 
will be just as ashamed of it as if 
he now regretted the union of the 
states. 

Airs of Older Day Astir. 

“You are aware, as I am aware. 
that the airs of an older day are 
beginning to stir again; that the 
standards of an old order are try- 
ing to assert themselves again. 
There is here and there an at- 
tempt to insert into the counsel of 
statesmen the old reckoning of 
selfishness and bargaining and na- 
tional advantage which were the 
roots of this war, and any man 
who counsels these things advo- 
cates a renewal of the sacrifice 
which these men have made; for if 
this is not the final battle for right, 
there will be another that will be 
final. Let these gentlemen, who 
suppose that it is possible for them 
to accomplish this return to an 
order of which we are ashamed 
and we are ready to forget, realize 
they cannot accomplish it. The 
peoples of the world are awake. 
and the peoples of the world are 
in the saddle. Private counsels 
of statesmen cannot now and ean- 
not hereafter determine the desti- 
nies of nations. If we are not the 
servants of the opinion of man- 
kind, we are of all men the lit- 
tlest, the most contemptible, the 
least gifted with vision. If we do 
not know courage we cannot ae- 
complish our purpose, and this age 
isan age which looks forward. not 
backward, which rejects the stand- 
ard of national selfishness that 
once governed the counsels of na- 
tions and demands that they shall 
give way to a new order of things 
in which only the question will be, 
‘Is it right?’ ‘Is it Just?’ ‘Is it in 
the interest of mankind?’ 

This is a challenge that no pre- 
vious generation ever dared to give 
ear to. So many things have hap- 
pened, and they have happened 
so fast, in the last four vears, that 
I do not think many of us realize 
what it is that has happened 
Think how impossible te would 
have been to get a body of respon- 
sible statesmen seriously to enter- 
tain the idea of the organization 
of a league of nations four years 
ago, and think of the change that 
has taken place. I was told before 
[ came. to France that there 
would confusions of counsels 
about this thing. and I found unity 
of counsel. I was told that there 
would be opposition, and I found 
union of action. I found the 
Statesmen with whom | was about 
to deal united in the idea that we 
must have a league of nations: 
that we could not merely make a 
peace settlement and then leave it 
to make itself effectual, but that 
must conceive common 
nization which we should 
our comnmon faith that this 
peace woulc maintained. and 
the conclusions at which we had 
arrived should be made as secure 
the united counsels of all the 
reat natir t .

It was surprising how smoothly 
everything went on the plane 
from the time we left Trepasséy. 
Occasionally I telephoned around 
making inquiries and I invariably 
got the reply, “All fine.”’ Naviga- 
tion was easy, too, but required 
constant attention. We passed 
every ship on the line below us on 
regular schedule. Once we made 
a #light change in our course on 
sighting a steamer we thought was 
a déstrover, but with the binocu- 
lars TIT soon saw that I had made a 
mistake. From later checking up 
it seems that NC-3 was close 
ahead at this time and had us in 
view during the greater part of 
the trip, but we could not see them 
on account of the disposition of 
her lights, which failed to reveal!

Finally we lifted ourselves up 
above the fog to above 3000 feet, 
but that did us no good, as wé 
could see nothing and could not 
calculate the drift. We did not 
know where we were or where we 
were going. Fogs had, as on the 
sea, given us that feeling that we 
knew néither whether we were 
near or far from anything. 

We had to come down to the sea 
to get our bearings. Dropping 
down from above the fog, we 
passed an anxious moment, not 
knowing just where the water was 
until we were fairly close When 
we did see it we were in time to 
arrest our descent and pull up 
about 75 feet above the water. 
where we ¢ytld remain. We could 
see about half a mile, but we did 
not know whether we were north 
or south of the course, as the wind 
had shifted. We were sure we 
were in the vicinity of the Azores 
and we feared running into one of 
the islands. If we could land and 
stop our motors we could get our 
bearings with the radio compass, 
which failed to work with the mo- 
tors running. So we sent out a 
signal accordingly, and as soon ag 
we struck the lower. dense fog. 
which increased the danger of our 
hitting one of the islands, we 
dropped to the séa. 

Waves 20 Feet High. 

We landetl without damage, but 
were no sooner on the water than 
hopelessness of 
trving to rise again, for the eea 
Was running with waves 15 and 20 
feet high We knew right then 
that our transatlantic flight was 
over and we were very blue. If 
oniv we had not met for: if only 
the sea had proved to be fairly 
amooth! 

To add to our exasperation, we 
learned later that in the fog we 
had passed within three milea of 
our course. 

While still in this first despond- 
ency, we were brought to a reali- 
zation of the sé@riousness of our 
situation and our helplessness by 
the resounding slap of a wave on 
the lower wing, almost breaking 
through the fabric and the ribs. 1 
put over a s@a anchor, but the 
Strain Was too great, and it im- 
mediately was carried away 
Then I punched a hole in a metal 
bucket and threw that over as a 
sea anchor from the bow This 
héiped the plane up into the wind 
and siowed down the drift astern 

Many times the trailing edges of 
the wings and the elevator contro! 
on the tail caught the waves as the 
piane drifted astern. and pieces 
oecasionaUy broke off. Everybody 
felt seasick and weary, bat kept on 
at work. Southwater, the radio of- 
ficer, worked four heura on the 
battery. but with no result and oc- 
casionally we tried to run our gen- 
erator, which required the running 
of the center motor, but we had no 
success With that. Destroyers heard 
Our niessages faintir,. but we could 
net hold conversation with them 
nor could we run the moter fyi) 
speed, for fear of damage in the 
rough water. Consequentiy we 


we realized the 
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could not get full distance results 
from the radio set. 
Wing Broken by Wave. 

During one of these attempts to 
run the motor, a wave caught the 
right wing of the 
it so deep that the upper wing went 
under and broke. We thought we 
were gone, but four of us crawled 
quickly out on the other wing and 
gradually the upper wing on that 
side was loosened by the force of 
the wind and the plane righted it- 
self But it had looked for 
seconds if we would not right 
oursélves. Then I ordered al! hands 
to put on lfe buoys, but I won- 
dered what was the use. We be- 
gan slashing the fabric on the 
wings to relieve the strain on the 
structure as the waves smashed 
at us, and Mitscher cut his finger 
so. severely that we had difficulty 
checking the flow of blood with the 
materials from our first-aid kit. 

It was surprising how sleepy 
all were. No one could do 
real sleeping, but we just kept 
dozing off every second we were 
not actively at work. We had food, 
but no one thought of it. 

We discovered that bv running 
the center motor slowly and taking 
each wave squarely, we could con- 
tinue without much damage to the 
plane. So we did this, except 
when we needed more power for 
the radio. We ‘had to speed up 
our motor at 17:40, Greenwich 
mean time, when we sighted a 
etéamer, to get a radio to her. Get- 
ting no response, I rigged up a 
wind deflection of balloon cloth in 
order to get power for 
generator. but I had (to 
an awful beating from the 
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while trying to hold the cloth In 
position. Afterward we learned | 
that the ship had no wireless. 

‘og Hid Vessel From Plane. 

We tried to shape our course so 
as to head off the steamer, but it 
was slow, clumsy and dangerous 
work, and the danger increased 
each few degrees we made. After 
about an hour, we saw the steamer 
turn, but we were unable to guess 
whether she was turning toward us 
or away from us. Just then, too, 
the fog shut down, leaving us ™ 
uncertainty and increasing our 
well-developed realization of the 
preécariousness of our position. 

Then, out of the fog itself, the 
steamer loomed up, koking mighty 
good to us. We taxied in to the 
lee of the steamer and. after about 
an hour, we were taken aboard 
by the ship's boat. Making the 
transfer off the plane was very 
ticklish business, with the plane 
and the boat one instant together, 
and the next instant twenty. feet 
apart. 

The ship proved to be the Greek 
steamer Ionia.” bound from New 
York to Gibraltar. She may have 
no wireless but she made up in 
hospitality what she lacked in that 
respect, and her Captain, B. F. 
Ponas, agreed immediately to al- 
ter his course and put us into 
Horta. towing the plane. 

It was difficult to keep the 
wings of the plane out of trouble, 
but we towed her for an hour 
cessfully before the line parted. 
The wind then blew her away from 
us, but one of the destroyers out 
searching for us located the plane 
and tried to get her into port.

The Scullin Steel Co.; 6700 Man-| 
chester avenue, yesterday let the con- 
tract for the immediate erection of:a 
$2,000,000 steel rolling mill, with a 
capacity of 10,000 tons of finished 
material a month, which will employ 
more than 2000 men. At a meeting 
Wednesday the board of directors 
authorized the erection of the mill, 
and Harry Scullin, president of the 
company, had his working plans 80 


laid out that ground was broken yes- | 
'terday for the foundation, soon after 


the contract was executed. 

The new mill will be at Knox ave- 
nue, between the Frisco and Missouri 
Pacific tracks, at the extreme east 
end of the property of the company. 
According to present plans it is ex- 
pected to have the plant in operation 
by Feb. 1. It will occupy approxi- 
mately 10 acres, and will be an all- 
steel building, equipped with over- 
head cranes and up-to-date steel ap- 
pliances. 

Largest of Kind in World. 

The Scullin plant is now said to be 
the largest industrial steel-casting 
plant in the world. The company 
owns about 101 acres of ground on 


_its Manchester frontage of more than 


a mile, of which 1,355,000 square. 
feet (about 32 acres) will be under. 
roof, composing its plant when the, 
new mill is erected. 

At present more than 3000 men are | 
employed by the company. Scullin | 
said yesterday that the new mill is to) 
be only a unit of an ultimate plant 
which will have a capacity of from) 
60,000 to 70,000 tons a month and 
eosting around $25,000,000.

“There ought never to be any 
such thing as labor trouble between 
workmen and employers, because it 
means only one thing, misunder- 
standing,’ he added. “We never 
have had any definite policy in re- 
gard to union labor. Men can be- 
long to the union or not, just as they 
please, but we always have had a 
definite policy of knowing our men 
and having them become acquainted 
with us. 

“Any man is free to come to the 
president's office and lay any griev- 
ance before us. -Consequently they 


settle their differences directly with 


us instead of taking them to a walk- 
ing delegate of a labor union. Then 
we have the policy of not going out- 
side the plant for foremen and exec- 
utives. Our general purchasing 
agent and chief clerk both started 
as office boys.’’

FOLLOWING OPERATION 


Former Ambassador to France 
Served in France and Was 
Was Colonel on Pershing’s 

Staff During War.

NEW YORK. May 30.—Col. Rob- 
ert Bacon, former Ambassador to 
France, died at 11:30 o'clock IJast 
night at the Eye and Ear Hospital, 
where he underwent an operation 
Saturday for mastoiditis. 

Col. Bacon did not rally well from 
‘the operation and so great were the 
fears entertained by his family that 
six specialists were summoned to at- 
tend him. Dr. W. F. Phair of.Johns 
Hopkins University arrived last night 
on a special train from Baltimore. 

Efforts to save the former 
bassador failed, however, because of
